thrive in the Elko district will be of 
great benefit to local growers. Al- 
though Elko is 3086 feet above sea- 
level, it is situated in a valley which 
is practicaHy storm-shielded by moun- 
tain walls. It is these conditions 
which are responsible for the unusual- 
ly diversified character of the local 
crops. 


Many Chinese Coming to Canada 

New Chinese citizens who are now 
arriving in greater numbers than 
ever, contributed no less than $3,349,- 
443 towards the public revenue dur- 
ing the last fiscal year.

Chinese, who came t6 Canada durjng 
the year, contributed this muc’. in poll 
tax to the federal and provincial trea- 
suries, for the privilege of entering 
Canada. Of this amount approx!- 
matcly 11,500,000 went to the coffers 
of B.C., where nearly all the entries 
were made. The law provides that 
half of the poll tax shall go to the 
province where entry {s first mde.

To save the farmer frc \ himself, 
the Dominion Govérnment has ap- 
pointed a technical forester with head- 
quarters at the Forestry Branch, Ot- 
tawa, whose principal duty 1s to ans: 
wer all inqutries, and give free adyice 
on these iaatters. If necessary, ar- 
rangements can be made for a person- 
al inspection of woodland. properties 
by this expert. No conditions are 
imposed on the owner of the wood- 
land, it being assumed that he who is 
anxious for advice will accept it when 
given. The expert looks over the 
stand, determines what ~ species of 
trees are best suited to the soil and to 
the local market, shows how to im- 
prove the character of the crop and 
its rate of growth by proper thinnings, 
and, if desired, gives advice regarding 
tree- planting, hardwood-coppicing, 
felling-methods and the most profit- 
able s'zes to be grown.

Fetish of Free Trade 

8 But the greatest of all reasons 
why there is not enough work to. go 
round in the British “Isles is that the 
people still adhere to the old fetish 
of what is called “Free Trade.” Free- 
dom for the foreigner in the British 
market; restrictions for the Britisher 
in all foreign markets! 

The British Isles import some 
$750,000,000 worth of manufactured 
goods a year, practically all of which 
could be made there. Let us assume 
that under a tariff two-thirds of these 
goods to be. well on the safe side, 
would be made there, viz., $500,000,000 
worth; $250,000,000 extra would be 
spent in wages. The average wage 
may be taken at $7.50 per week there- 
fore 320,000 extra men would be em- 
pldyed. And aHowing: 20 per cent. 
import duty ‘oi the»remaining $250,- 
000,000 the country would have $50,- 
000,000 extra revenue, 

Nor is this by any: means all the 
advantage to. be gained. 

The manufacturers wou.d have a 
guaranteed market and be willing to 
spend millions of dollars on efficient 
plants. Then they could, without 
sweating the workman, produce goods 
cheaper and make more profit at home; 
and be in a better position to com- 
pete in the world’s markets. 

More Chance of Work 

There would be continuity of em- 
ployment, as the home market would 
be guaranteed and goods could be 
made on the chance of selling in a 
foreign market. 

Now the German manufacturers, as 
they have admitted to me personaily, 
m.uke for ‘their home. market, and 
when that ig filled they send the.sur 
plus to England. 

They admit “we could not get ow 
without the Eng!ish market.” Again, 
protection would place the Britisher 
in a position to negotiate good com- 
mercial treaties; now he has nothing 
to offer and therefore cannot nego- 
tiate. I knew a man who went to 
Norway to try and secure an order. 
He pointed out that England took 
most of Norwuay’s products. ‘Yes,” 
said the Norwegian, “you take 83 per 
cent, and Germany 15 per cent., but 


if we do not consider the German |} 


tender the Germans will put up their 
tariff.” At lunch afterwards the Nor- 
Wegian said, “What. fools you are. If 
your government had the power to put 
on a tariff, you as our best customers, 
would have to be considered first.” 
Good Workers Walk Streets 

If we consider the hunianitarian 
point of view we find the same thing. 
I have myself seen thousands of first- 
class British workmen walking the 
streets (uot asking for alms or 
bread but work), while the fron work 
for a large station in the district was 


brought from Belgium and the wages! 
they desired had been spent there. Did |
